Every time we see a bunch of kiddies on their way to or 
school, we feel like kicking off about thirty of the years we 
have accumulated and lining up once more with the gang of 
from school, we feel like kicking off about thirty years we 
old Mother Nature ever turned loose on society is the small 
boy, and none of us will ever forget the days of old, when 
tireless and turbulent we roamed the sunburnt hills and grassy 
meadows.

continue their propaganda indefinitely. 
More than a year has passed and this huge community, 
which contributed regiment after regiment to General Per­ 
shing’s army, thousands of men to the fleet and led in financ­ 
ing the operations of the allies, and which has extended wel­ 
comes to the home-coming troops worthy of the nation’s me­ 
tropolis, is still in the dark as to what is going to be done 
about a memorial. 
Those who haye the matter in hand in New York are plan­ 
ning for competitions and exhibitions of tentative plans, while I 
anonymous amateur ^ritics scold and art bodies indulge in the I 
sort of politics that is inspired by professional jealousies and1 
personal animosities. 
On the other "hand, there are those who are opposed to 
any monument to our soldiers, sailors and marines. 
These 
good utilitarian souls want something “useful,” no arch—such 
as Napoleon started to the glory of France—for them. They 
would prefer a colossal shower bath or swimming pool to! 
anything that would appeal to the imagination. 
In the meantime that vigorous youngster, the state of Okla­ 
homa, is showing us that the way to do a thing is to do it., 
Plans provided for by the last general assembly have been 
worked out by Paul W. Bartlett, co-operating with local archi­ 
tects, for a good arch across Lincoln boulevard in the state 
capitol grounds at Oklahoma City.

AMERICAN SHOES 
IN BIG DEMAND 
over in Europe 


By th* Associated Press 
LONDON Feb. lO.^-There is a 
very extensive market in Europe 
for American shoes, particularly on 
the 
continent, 
according 
to 
the 
American Chamber of Commerce in 
London. 
The Chamber has been advised 
by investigators in that line of busi­ 
ness, that American .manufacturers 
can make large sales* ta these coun-i 
j tries provided they .make up the 
shoes, according to European styles. 
Although there is some talk to the 
contrary, the Continental Europe­ 
an public in general does not care 
for the American and English style 
of narrow toes and 
long ' vamp 
shoes. On the other hand, the Amer­ 
ican conservative mode’s are said to 
be excellent sellers. 
The difficulties with regard to ex­ 
change and transporation a r e 
to 
be considered, but are not a real 
obstacle. 
The sales policy recommended to 
American manufacturers is to place 
an agent in each country or group 
of countries that could be covered 
by a single agent. Emphasis is laid 
on the need for steady supplies and 
a definite amount of stock should 
be resuired to be carried at all 
times, this stock to be selected by 
the agent. Payment could be made 
by letters of credit and the agent 
should be given two or three months 
or longer to pay for the goods, thus 
permitting him to select the most 
advantageous date of payment with 
regard to the rate of exchange. 
The comment is made, says the 
Chamber, that European traders fn 
general have lost their confidence 
in the promises of American ex­ 
porters, and that the only way 
American shoe exporters can devel­ 
op a lasting market in foreign coun­ 
tries is to become 
importers 
of 
shoes Into these countries either di­ 
rect or indirect. In other words 
they must aet up their own organi­ 
zations which they know will carry 
out the service traditions of their 
business or else work through a 
properly qualified agent who will 
build up their reputation in that 
country.—
